All ona 
has to consider is that the securities 
oJ these public utilities have been and 
are being sold as interstate business 
through the mails and otherwise. We 
have the right, to inquire into wheth- 
er the securities are or are not what 
they are represented."

APIARY INSPECTION 


State Gives Two Thirds To- 


ward Cost of Inspection and 
Control of Bees 


Madison—(A1) —Fifteen 
Wisconsin 


counties are availing themselves of 
state cooperation in financing apiary 
inspection and control of bee disease, 
according to E. L. Chambers, state 
entomologist. 


Since 1917, when the apiary inspec- 


tion work 
was transferred 
to 
the 


newly organized department 
of agri- 


culture, bee disease control has been 
conducted on the same area clean-up 
plan as bovine tuberculosis eradication 
has been carried on, Mr. Chambers 
says. 
Under this plan, an area is 


marked out - for a complete canvass, 
an-l even' hive of bees within the area 
is examined carefullly 
for American 


foulbrood, and if evidence of disease is 
found, the-bees are killed and burned, 
and all of the bee equipment treated 
or destroyed. 


For this work the counties appropri- 


ate one-third-and the state two-thirds 
of tho funds, according to Mr. Cham- 
bers. 


During the past summer, • Barren, 


Dunn, La Crosse, Pepin, and Pierce 
counties made their first appropria- 
tions to assist the state in the work 
in those counties, appropriating a to- 
tal of $900, with which approximately 
$2.000 of state funds was added. 


Other counties continuing their ap- 


propriations this year are Clark, Mar- 
athon, Dodge, Outagamie, 
Ozaukee, 


Rock, Washington, Waukesha, Wau- 
paca and Wood. These ten counties 
appropriated a total of $2,510, which 
was met with approximately $6,000 
of state funds, Mr. Chambers says. 


He reports that during the past sea- 


son, 4,306 apiaries, comprising 39,981 
colonies of bees were examined in 51 
counties, of which 2,208 were 
found 


infected with American foulbrood, and 
nearly all of them were burned. 
In 


contrast with previous 
years, very 


few infected colonies were treated this 
year, he says, since the method of de- 
stroying is conceded to be the more 
efficient and economical 
method 
of 


handling foulbrood 
once it gets into 


an apiary. 


The state apiary inspection law re- 


quires that no person shall sell 
or 


ship bees without a permit from the 
state inspector. 
Since the passage of 


the law in 1919; nearly five thousand 
permits have been issued. 


There are now about 50 apiary in- 


spectors scattered over the state, a 
thorized to make Inspections.

SUBMARINE CREWS 


The distressing" accident off the coast 


in Massachusetts in which the subma- 
rine S-4 was rammed and sunk by a de- 
stroyer, killing outright a large part of 
its crew and subjecting the balance^to the 
agony of death by slow asphyxiation, 
presents a problem that must receive 
greater expert attention than it has in the 
past. "We have had too many accidents of 
a similar character from time to time. 
The country is shocked by the sinking of 
a submarine and the inability to rescue 
the entrapped crew although the location 
of he boat is immediately ascertained. It 
v\ ouid teem that science ought to be able 
to perfect some device by which a sub- 
merged vessel of this type, lieing in 
water of not too great depth, could be 
supplied temporarily with oxygen and 
food and -\vater until it could be raised. 
Moreover, it v%;ould seem that even with- 
out this outside assistance, a supply of 
oxygen capable of sustaining life for 
a 


much longer period than that 
-which 


doomed the crew of the S-4 to an incon- 
ceivably horrible death should be carried 
on all submarines; likewise, an adequate 
supply of water and food. 


There is no question but what the navy 


department has done and is doing ail it 
can to rescue this vessel in time to save 
the lives of those aboard, but its efforts 
apparently are futile. Whether the bad 
state of -weather in the Xorth Atlantic is 
entirely responsible for this failure no one 
can say .-There does appear to be. how- 
ever, a state of helplessness that is hard 
to accept as covering all that science and 
unlimited resources could do in such an 
extremity. If it is a fact that nothing 
more could be done, then the government 
ought to turn its attention to the further 
perfection of appliances and methods 
that -will meet the more extreme neces- 
sities. The element of cost should not be 
considered. If we must operate craft of 
this kind we must take ever}- possible 
precaution for its protection under 
all 


circumstances. 


The question has been raised as to 


-whether the S-4 -was provided with suffi- 
cient detector devices that 
would indi- 


cate' the approach of another vessel and 
n nor. why not. This disaster, which has 
disturbed the \vhole nation, should be the 
subject of a searching inquiry, for it is 
certain that like accidents -will occur in 
the luture unless more efficacious mea- 
sures are taken to prevent them 
than 


have been taken in the past.

methods of a country store, society 
must not leave to chance the educa- 
tional contact of its young workers. 
This plea for vocational education is 
made by George P. Hambrecht, 
di- 


rector of the Wisconsin state board 
of vocational education. 


The establishment of the part-time 


school is an attempt, Mr. Hambrecht 
says, to provide an opportunity for 
every working youth to come into 
contact with men and women interest- 
ed in his welfare and capable of giv- 
ing him inspiration and practical in- 
struction. 


Before the part-time school was es- 


tablished, one group o£ young people 
was getting all the working exper- 
ience, and another all the schooling, 
Mr. Hambrecht says. 


OXB SIDED TRAINING 


"To avoid a one-sided training, each 


group," he believes, "needed 
some- 


thing of what the other was getting. 
Those 
in school were missing 
the 


work experience; those working lost 
out on the school experience which 
might help them to appreciate and 
get the most out of their work. As 
an educational agent, labor by itself 
is not a substitute for schooling; nor 
is schooling a substitute for labor." 


Mr. Hambrecht points out that in 


1859, Abraham Lincoln, in speaking at 
the Wisconsin State Fair in Milwau- 
keer"spoke of the danger of giving all 
•work and no school to one group and 
all school and no work to another. 


"Educated people must labor," he 


quotes Mr. Lincoln as saying, "other- 
wise, education itself would become 
a positive and intolerable evil. 
Xo 


countiT can sustain m idleness more 
than a small percentage of its num- 
bers. The problem arises, 'How can 
labor and education be the most satis- 
factorily combined."' 


"Wisconsin 
is 
known everywhere, 


Mr. Hambrecht says, as a pioneer in 
the 
serious 
attempt to solve the 


problem of combining education and 
labor. 


"For those who must combine their 


education with labor, we have part- 
time school opportunities of many 
kinds. We have short courses, cor- 
respondence 
courses 
and in every 


large city and many rural communi- 
ties, we have part-time schools for 
. young people who work and evening 
schools for the older people." 


PART OF WORK 


"In the cities," he points out, "em- 


ployers must release their younger 
•workers for several hours every week, 
so that they may attend the part-time 
school and keep up their contact with 
instructors interested in their advance- 
ment. In certain occupations which 
have a high educational value, the 
-state arranges with employers 
for 


proper instruction 
of their 
young 


people on the job as well as in the 
school- 


While work itself 
offers certain 


kinds of educational values, Mr. Ham- 
brecht says, which can be obtained 
•nowhere else, there are many 
"who 


never learn to take advantage of these 


^ values. 


"The educational value of work de- 


-pends upon the presence of capable 
associates with helpful personalities. 
.When a man becomes great without

,coln did, we are inclined to call it a 
miracle.

The warning to automobile owners 


on trie dangers attending the opera- 
ti"i of gasoline engines' in poorly ven- 
tilated 
garages 
is 
sounded by 'Dr. 


Louis I. llarris, health commissioner 
of Xew York City, in the current issue 
of Bus Transportation. 
He explains 


that five minutes operation of a motor 
in a small garage may make a deadly 
atmosphere sufficient to cause deatli 
by carbon monoxide gas. Xcver. he 
points out. should an engine be operat- 
ed fo rany length of time in a closed or 
stuffy garage, and never should work 
be done under a vehicle when 
the 


motor is running. In'case a person is 
overcome by the deadly gas fumes he 
recommends the -following emergency 
treatment: 


Remove the victim from the poison- 


ous atmosphere, but never to a cold 
place. 


Call n doctor immediately, and have 


some dependable person 
administer 


first aid pending arrival of the phy- 
sician. In 
every case the essential 


treatment consists of getting oxygen 
into the lungs of the person overcome. 


"In the first stage." says Dr. Har- 


ris, "preceding the loss of conscious- 
ness, fresh air combined with a car- 
bonated drink is desirable, but. never 
try tp force a drink down an uncon- 
scious man for it may strangle him. 
Alcohol should never be given at any 
time. At this stage headache or vom- 
iting are the most depressing symp- 
toms. They will be relieved by effer- 
vescing salts, which 
should be pre- 


scribed.by a physician. The headaches 
usually linger for :i day or two. Vio- 
lent exercise should be avoided, oth- 
erwise a relapse may occur. 


"In the second stage, in which the 


victim has become unconscious but is 
stiil breathing, the correct treatment 
is to assist the respiratory system by 
giving an inhalation of oxygen and 
(5 per csnt) carbon dioxide. The effec- 
tiveness of this mixture in cases of 
asphyxiation was discovered several 
years ago by Dr. Yandell Henderson 
and Dr. H. "W. Haggard, physiologists 
of Yale 'university. 


"If the victim is not breathing, be- 


gin artificial resporation immediately, 
but do not handle him roughly. 
Be 


gentle. 
The patient should be kept 


warm by proper covering and, if nec- 
essary, Tvarm bricks wrapped in cloth 
or water bags rilled with warm water 
—not hot—beside his body, but great 
cai;C.should. be'itaken that the briclss 
;orr water are not .hot enough to Inirn 
the skin. Artificial respiration should 
be continued 
without 
interruption

Transposition 


If you have ever had the joy of working in a garden, you will know 


what is meant by "transplanting." A plant is dug up by the roots and 
set o^ in another place in our garden. When we transpose a piece of 
Music] we shift it to another part of our keyboard, higher up or lower 
down into another key. This is called transposition. 


There are two reasons for teaching you how to transpose. The com- 


poser chooses a given key because it seems to fit the mood of the piece 
he is composing. Some pieces sound better in one key than in another. 
Therefore you should become familiar with all the keys. 


Many'people have the mistaken idea-that "sharp keys," for example, 


are more difficult than '^flat keys." This is only a form of superstition. 
The trutti is that "nothing Is difficult that is familiar." It is to make the 
different keys "familiar" that I am asking you to transpose. Then you 
need never fear pieces written in sharp or flat keys, 


The second and stronger reason for learning to transpose is that it is 


easier to play a simple, familiar piece in a new ksy aan it is to learn a. 
Hew piece in the i^w key at the seine time. If you are already acquainted

Key Signatures 


So far, ekch time you started to play a new piece, you were told on 
which key vou were to place Do, or One of the Major scale. The Key- 
Finder at once showed you what key to play for each tone of the scale. 
You were told that the letter name of Do, or one of the scale, also 
names the key of the piece. When we speak of key in this sense, we 
mean a "family"' of tones. The whole family is named after the letter 
names of Do, just ss your whole family is named after the sur-name of 
your father. So we have tone families called "Key of F Major," "Key "f 
G Major " and so on. just as we have families of Smiths and Browns.. 
The clef, together with the sharps and flats at the beginning of a 
piece is the sijm which tells the key and shows which keys are flat or 
which keys are sharp. This sign is called the Key Signature. 
You can see that the Kev Signature means a great saving of time to 
the composer. In the key of F, for example, every B is fiat- Instead of 
putting the flat before every B in the piece, it is written once, at the 
begmning, in the Key Signature.
